NO INALIENABLE R IG H T TO STRIKE 
W hile It seems too hopeful 
to 
believe the new 
defense labor m ediation board has been able to do 
anything yet. reports to the contrary notw ithstand­ 
ing. th e idea of having such a board on hand is be­ 
ginning to soak; in. 
Its presence affirm s a national 
policy. 
T here are tim es and situations 
when national 
w elfare takes precedence over all e th er welfares, in ­ 
cluding th a t of organized labor In a national em er­ 
gency- it is im perative th at production be placed be­ 
fore th at traditional im plem ent of collective bargain­ 
ing, the strike. 
T here is no 
inalienable 
right 
to 
stiike. 
T he w ar labor board created by President Wilson 
for a previous war emergency affirm ed as national 
policy th a t strikes and lockouts should not occur 
during the war; that unions should not use coercion; 
th at employers should not use coercion; th at, in gen­ 
eral, conditions of e n jo y m e n t should rem ain static 
wherevei they could not be altered by peaceful m edia­ 
tion T he outstanding cause of strikes and threatened 
strikes in the emergency of 1941—rivalry between the 
divided houses of organized labor—w as not present 
in the w ar emergency of 1917-18 
It is a problem in 
itself greater th an all the problems faced by the war 
labor board ol 1917-18. 
O rganized labor has won as rights of law m ost 
of the things it merely claimed as rights of workers 
two decades ago. 
It has 
not 
won 
the right to 
Jeopardize national security by organized work stop­ 
pages th a t can be averted. 
T h at Is another way of 
saying th at organized labor has not won the right 
to act in a way that m akes it irresponsib e relative 
to the national welfare. The m ediation board, created 
by an adm inistration th a t has bent over backward 
to please organized labor, is a rem inder to labor's 
leaders th a t they are being held responsible to gov­ 
ernm ent in th eir decisions.

Obscure laws will be dusted off 
to perm it governm ents to take obvious actions. M any 
things will not be given their right names. 
D estroyers needed by the B ritish 
navy 
will be 
turned over to the B ritish navy by the United S tates 
navy, and it doesn't m atter m uch w hat law is cited. 
Few had heard of th e law before, and there may be 
no occasion to hear of it again. 
W hen the tim e comes in the issue of B ritish block­ 
ade versus G erm an counter-blockade th a t the B ritish 
urgently need more shipping bottoms, it is to be ex­ 
pected th a t no available bottom s will be overlooked 
Som e of those lying in 
U nited 
S tates harbors 
and belonging to Italy and G erm any, tor Instance, 
surely will be exposed to the fury of the G erm an 
counter-blockade before they will be perm itted to 
dt cay.

Dozen Big Carriers Open 
Season Enroute To 
Superior Ports 


(By Associated Press) 
CLEVELAND. 
April 2. — More 
th an a dozen big iron ore carriers— 
harbingers of a G reat Lakes ship­ 
ping season expected to sm ash all 
records—headed for Lake Superior 
ports today to cbt&in fresh supplies 
for th e dwindling stock 
piles 
of 
defense-busy steel mills. 
T heir entrance to the “iron ore 
take’* was blocked by wind-blown 
ice one to 20 feet thick in W hite­ 
fish bay. hut shippers hoped u n ­ 
precedented 
coast 
guard 
activity 
would free the way by th e tim e the 
vessels arrive from lower lake ports. 
New Record I-coms 
T he dozen-odd ships are a van­ 
guard of about 291 freighters and 
8.7C0 m en who m ay move 75 million 
gross tons of iron ore during the 
sum m er m onths to such dow n-lake 
points as Cleveland, Chicago. De­ 
tro it and Buffalo. The present rec­ 
ord is about 65 million tons, moved 
in booming 1928.

FRANCE BESET BY 
REFUGEE PROBLEM 


MARSEILLE, France. April 2 — 
G row ing 
bitterness 
and 
unrest 
am ong the 30.000-odd foreigners in 
refugee 
cam ps 
of 
unoccupied 
France were reported today adding 
to the troubles th at beset this beat­ 
en nation. 
Substitution of a dole system was 
suggested by o n e official as a way 
to cut adm inistration costs th a t add 
to the cam ps’ 1,000,000-franc dally 
budget. 
T he increasing iii will cf foreign 
statesm en, authors, journalists and 
ai fists interned 
in 
the 
cheerless 
compounds was another factor the 
French

dearly, particularly in the future.
